“EXECUTION” OF IMPERIAL 
MINISTERS. 


Tha Hast Rand Express of May 12 gives 
the following particulare af the execution, 


in ‘offigyy of Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- |’ 
man and the Under-Recretary for tho |, 


Colonies. Tho incident followed a mecting 
which was held at Bokeburg, on May 9, to 
protest aguinat tho assiated repatriation of 
tho Uhineso. Tho account says :—‘* While 
the speeches were procdeding, & number of 
mon detached themselves from the gather- 
jng, aod ina short apace of time a doub's 
gallows, 30 foot in height jeined by a cross- 
har, and keptin position by sire atayy, was 
run up near tbe Market House. A couple 
ek wire ropsa with ponses were attnched 


to the ovrss bar, the onda trailing en tho 


ground. A crowd rapidly gathored, and 


attention waa drawn to 8 trolley with 
hoavily boarded sites; bearing funeral 
emblems, Beveral of the more curious 


apectatora sttompted to discover what was 
inside, but a number of miners, some in 
abirt sleaves, kept watch and guard, As! 
the final reaolution was carried the drivers 
uf the Tybumm Omnibus whipped up the riz 
tapla, and the lumbering vehicle started 
off up the rovd en route to the gallows. 
The meaning of the we'rd amblems was 
anon soon, A great shout want up as a 
life-nize effigy of Sir Henry Campboll- 
Bannerman, saated in a chair, waa hoisted 
from the bettom of the car. The howl of 
oxecration was even greater when the 
Under-Secrstary for the Colonies was lifted 
to view by willing hands, - 

“ Bagh was dressed in frock coat and tall 
hat. The oxecutioners, who wore peculiar 
und distinctive beadgear, and their ataff, 
had a rovgh time keeping the crowd off, 
The Under-Secretary sniled skywards first, 
but much difficulty waa experienced with 
Sir Henry, whose hat came off at the initial 
rasay. At tha second haul, the Prime 
Minister lost his head. Nothing daunted 
the mivera again affixed the head, and the 
two offigies wera awung SOft. into the air, 
awidet a acane of tromendoua excita 
ment. Sir Henry's head dangled a 
few inches above his body ; humoriste re- 
marking that, aa he bad Jost his head over 
repatriation, it was an ortiatic touch. Tho 
efigies wore afterwards lowered to tha 
ground, and with a shout of ‘Stand back’ 
they were ignited, and again hoiated high 
in air. Sir Henry, by resaon of bis greater 
avoirdupois, burned longest, although his 
companion flamed ap bravely for a few 
minutes. Whatever may be said in con- 
demnation of the incide: , saya the Stan 
dard, the fact that it could take place on 
the market aquare of a Rand mining town, 
at tha bands of the miners, ¢xprossca 
more than any number of speeches tha 
exasperation of the working men with the 
Liberal Government and its official heads.”

NEW PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 


Progress Report. 

Hon. Mr W. Chatham, Diroctor of 
Public Works, makes the following com- 
monta on the new Harbour Office, Post 
Office and Low Courts in his roport for 
1906 :— 

Hansoun Orvice.—Progress on this 
work was much retarded by the difficulty 
experienced in obtaining tho granite necos- 
sary for tho completion, of the principal 
front of the ground storey and- it- was:-not: 
until November that all the requisite stone 
was obtained and set. The other portions 
of tho building, which are of brickwork, 
were, however, pushed forward with the 
result that tho main part of tho building 
was almost completed by the closo of the 
year and mout of i¢ roofed in. A consider. 
able amount of the exterual plastering was 
done, somo of the floors laid and ceilings, 
which are of timbor, fixed and moat of the 
joinery was in readiness for Gxing;’ 

Law Courrs,—Hore also great difficulty 
wag experienced in obtaining a supply of 
gronite, especially during the earlter part 
of the year, with the rogult that the pro- 
gress of the work was slow. Owing to the 
numerous granite arches’ extending from 
tho pillars of tho colonnade to the main 
wolls, it was not possible to proceed with 
tho brickwork above the lovel of tho first 
floor until these had been built and overy. 
offort was thorefore made to got tho 

nita-work pushed on. It may be men- 
jioned that cach of the atonoa in tho pillars
